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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1 . Applicant's Amendment and Response to the Office Action mailed on August 7, 
2006 has been entered and made of record. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In view of applicant's amendments and arguments filed on November 13, 2006, 
the rejections of claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as stated in the indicated Office 
Action have been withdrawn. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 
recites placing a compliant adhesive-filled gel silicone elastomer between a portion of 
an upper surface of the semiconductor die and a portion of a lower surface of the heat 
sink cap, the heat sink cap surrounding the semiconductor die, the heat sink cap having 
a side wall having a hole therein. Claim 3 recites positioning a compliant adhesive-filled 
gel silicone elastomer between the semiconductor die and the cap, the cap surrounding 
the semiconductor die, the heat sink cap having a side wall having a hole therein. 
Claim 5 recites providing a compliant adhesive-filled gel silicone elastomer between a 
portion of an upper surface of the semiconductor die and a portion of a lower surface of 
the heat sink cap for engaging the semiconductor die and heat sink cap in compliant

removable adhesion for abutting the edge of the heat sink cap to the substrate, the heat 
sink cap surrounding the semiconductor die, the heat sink cap having a side wall having 
a hole therein. These features in combination with the other elements of the claim are 
neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

Claims 2, 4 and 6 variously depend from claim 1 , 3 or 5, so they are allowed for 
the same reason.
